issued for this purpose. An appli- 
cation would be refused if there 
were any security or other cogent 
objection to the proposed journey. 

“It will in future be necessary 
for intending travellers between this 
country and Ireland to obtain a 
sailing ticket from the Ais á or 
shipping company before applying 
for an: exit permit or a leave 
certificate,” added Mr. Morrison. 

Sir R. Ross—If this were imposed 
on security. grounds, why are 
Gibraltarian evacuees considered to 
be more discreet than residents of 
Northern Ireland, who are trying to 
get back to their homes? 

Mr. Morrison—We had a problem 
in London, in connection with flying 
bombs, of housing all sorts of 
people, including those who had 
been brought in for house repairing, 
and the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment kindly and very patriotically 
agreed to receive the Gibraltarians, 
who will in due course go back. in 
order to relieve the situation. I am 
very grateful to the Northern 
Jreland Government for their action.

During the past nine days, the 
War Secretary stated, U.S. troops 
had accomplished a 60-mile ad- 
vance, liberated more) than 1,000 
square miles of French territory, 
destroyed seven German divisions 
and captured more than 20,000 
Germans. They had inflicted heavy 
loss on German tanks and artillery; 
and, in breaking through their 
Cherbourg confinement, opened 
territory where mobile warfare 
might be waged, and the growing 
Allied strength put to fuil use. 

Simultaneously with the push to 
Rennes, other U.S. forces have 
driven 26 miles beyond Pontorson— 
captured 36 hours ago—to reach the 
fringes of Dinan, the highway hub 
on the main road and railway routes 
to Brest.

Enormous Increase in Fires 


Due to Emergency Fuels 


(HE use of turf. and emergency operate with a member of a sub-| 


fuels in city homes has caused 
an enormous increase in the number 
of fires originating in flues, hearths, 
and smoundering ashes, says the 
1944 report of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade and Ambulance Services. 
Last year the number of fires 
caused in this way amounted to 251; 
this year the figures is 576, repre- 
senting an increase of well over 100 
per cent., entirely due to the use of 
emergency fuels. 

“It is now clear,” says the report, 
“that the deposit caused by turf 
and wood fires on the inside of 
narrow flues is difficult to remove 
by any ordinary means. It has been 
found that the longer the intervals 
between chimney sweeping the 
greater will be the difficulty in re- 
moving the deposit.” —. 

The increased incidence of 
chimney fires, which has attained 
serious proportions, has recently 
been the subject of investigation by 
the Emergency Research Bureau, 
and the Chief Superintendent of the

U.S. GIFT TO IRISH 


RED CROSS ARRIVES 
The Irish Red Cross Society’s fleet 


of mobile disinfector trailer units, 


which arrived recently, have now 
been fully tested, and will shortly 
be despatched to various centres 
throughout the country. . 

The gift of the American Red 
Cross, the fleet, which comprises 
twenty-three units, are 1942 models, 
and each weigh a little under three 
tons when stripped. Two of them 
already have arrived by rail at the 
Society’s headquarters In St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin: They are 
intended for low-pressure steam 
disinfection of clothes and sterilisa- 
tion of dressings, and are entirely 
self-contained. A central boiler, 
with a capacity of 125 gallons, sup- 
plies the steam, which is generated 
by a special fuel oil jet burner. — 

Two storage tanks, each having 
a capacity of 25 gallons, are fitted 
for use in places where water is 


[either in short supply or not avail- 


able. A small paraffin engine 
umps the fuel oil to the burner 
jet and provides the pressure for a 
portable shower bath (six jets), 
which canbe operated by the unit. 
Six tons of cod liver oil and dex- 
trose (a glucose preparation), which

L:iGermany and Russia. 
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SWIFT STROKES 


The name of Eydtkubnen, 
which appeared in the news for 


iÍthe first time yesterday, will evoke 


nostalgic recollections among 
many who travelled in Europe in 
the spacious days before 1914. 
Then passports were almost 
unknown. The tourist could 


s-iwander- at will through western 


Europe, free from restrictions of 
any kind, save the usual Customs 
regulations; but when he reached 
Eydtkuhnen he came up against 
a very different condition of 
affairs. Eydtkuhnen then was the 
principal frontier station between 
It lay on 
the main line from Berlin to 
Warsaw and St. Petersburg, and 
when the traveller arrived at this 
little town, he said farewell for 
a time to the now almost 
legendary liberties of western 
Europe. It was almost. ultima 
Thule. Beyond lay the vast 
dominions of the Romanoffs, with 
their Grand Dukes and Cossacks, 
their intricate system of secret 
police and travel restfictions, and, 
above all, their insistence on the 
production of papers of identifica- 
tion, without which no voyager 
was allowed to enter the regions 
of the Tsar. Yesterday it was 
announced that Russian artillery 
was shelling Eydtkuhnen from the 
village of Wirballen, in Lithuania, 
only three miles away from the 
German frontier station. So far 
the Russians themselves have said 
nothing about this latest develop- 
ment; but German reports speak 
of a break-through in the neigh- 
bourhood of Augustovo, and 
declare that East Prussia is being 
attacked from six different direc- 
tions by the Red Army. A Berlin 
spokesman announces that 
Warsaw has been outflanked, 
presumably in the south-east, and 
that while the Russians are 
hammering at the gates of Inster- 
burg and K6nigsberg, their armies 
are sweeping towards the west of 
the Polish capital. Apparently the 
Soviets now hold two bridge- 
heads across the Vistula. One is 
about forty miles from Warsaw, 
the other farther south, where the 
Vistula is met by the River San. 
German reports also state that 
the High Command is using part 
of its strategic reserves in the 
battle for Warsaw, and that, for 
the first time since Herr Himmler’s 
appointment as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Home Army, fresh 
young troops from Germany are 
being thrown into the fight. The 
Russian advance, right along the 
line from the Carpathians to the 
Finnish Gulf, is so swift that the 
inexpert observer finds it almost 
impossible to keep in touch with 
events. The situation in the 
Mitau area has not yet been made 
clear. Here the Russians, a few 
days ago, were within a very short 
distance of Riga, on the Baltic 
coast. It looked as if nothing 
could save the German forces in 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania 
from isolation, but yesterday’s 
bulletins gave no further clue 
regarding their fate. Obviously 
the military situation in respect 
of East Prussia is growing hourly 
more critical. None of the 
German’ commentators seeks to 
minimise its gravity ; the hour of 
decision is near. 

Things also are moving rapidly 
in Normandy. Mr. Stimson, the 
United States War Secretary, 
announced in Washington yester- 
day that General Omar Bradley’s 
troops had captured Rennes, the 
capital of Brittany. They also 
were reported to be fighting on 
the outskirts of Dinan, which is 
described as “the hub of the 
highway” to Brest. Allied 
observers assert that the German 
occupation of Brittany seems to 
be in almost negligible strength. 
American tanks are thrusting 
ahead almost as freely as the 
German tanks careered from 
Sédan across Northern France in 
the early summer of 1940 
Already, St. Malo, quite a size- 
able port, has been outflanked, 


— Brest, Lorient and St. 
Nazaire, formerly strongholds of 
the French Navy—have been 
brought under imminent threat. 
Mr.” Stimson declared that the 
Allied progress during the last 
nine days was the most satisfy- 
ing accomplishment of the in- 
vading armies since “D-Day,” 
less than two months ago. The 
general strategic pattern of the 
campaign in Normandy has not 
yet been woven to an extent 
sufficiently full to enable the 
layman to perceive General 
Montgomery's ultimate design.

Last 
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the total number of calls amounts 
to 1,091—substantially more than 
even the 1943 ‘figure. An 
examination of the report reveals 
that the rise can be traced to the 
increase in the number of fires 
caused by flues, hearths and 
smouldering ashes. The number 
of fires caused in this way 
amounted to 251 in 1943; this 
year the figure is 576, represent- 


ing an increase of well over 100|P2 


per cent. This alarming increase 
in the incidence of household 
fires is, according to the report, 
“entirely due to the use of 
emergency fuels.” It is now clear, 
says the report, that the deposit 
caused by turf and wood fires on 
the inside of narrow. flues is 
difficult to remove by any 
ordinary means. Further, it has 
been discovered that the longer 
the intervals between chimney- 
sweepings, the greater will be the 
difficulty in removing the deposit. 
So serious is this matter that it 
has been the subject of recent in- 
vestigations by the Emergency 
Scientific Research Bureau. A 
sub-committee formed by the 
Bureau, and including the Chief 
Superintendent of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade, has carried out a number 
of experiments dealing with 
chimney fires; and it is thought 
that in the near future a series 
of hints and instructions . for 
householders, outlining the best 
methods of dealing with the 
problem of chimney fires, will be 
published. We are glad that this 
matter is in the hands of the 
Research Bureau. So steep an 
increase in the number of chimney 
fires means not only an increased 
danger to the community in itself, 
but also a constant demand for 
the services of the Fire Brigade, 
which ought rather to be left free 
for calls of major importance. 
We feel confident that if the 
people fully understood the 
dangers of emergency fuels, and 
the best means to combat chimney 
fires, there would be fewer calls 
to attend such ‘fires next year.

DR. H. A. WELLS 
Dr. Hayter Arnett Wells, M.B., 


B.Ch., whose death is announced, 
was born in Dublin in July, 1911. 
Educated at Sandford Park

in 1933 and his M.B., B.Ch. and 
B.A.O. in the following year.

Hours and Conditions 


The working of hours in excess 
of 96 a fortnight is condemned by 
the Committee, which recommends 
that hours worked in excess of 108 
a fortnight be paid for as over: 

Mealtimes 
must be excluded from the com- 
putation of working hours, but lec- 
tures and tutorial classes can be in- 
cluded in the case of student 
nurses.
